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Gen. 
Forces Ha\fe So Strengthen 


that Shafter Must Wait 


For Reinforcements.

possibly not during the week. This is the 
opinion of members of the Cabinet as ex- 
pressed on leaving the- White House after , 
the Cabinet meeting-.

Secretary Alger and Secretary Long 


have been in almost constant communica- 
tion with General Shafter and Admiral 
Sampson on the subject, and the conclu-. 
sion.his been reached that it would not 
be advisable to attempt to carry the city j 
of Santiago by storm with our present j 
forces. 
I 


General Shafter, In a dispatch received 
last night, confirmed the report that Gen- 
eral Pando, with about 6,000 Spaniards, 
had arrived in the city and was already | 
distributed among the fortifications. Thlsi 
reinforcement makes the Spanish forces . 
defending tho city from 16,000 to 13,000. I 


Tho very great advantage of being In- 
trenched adds materially to th&lr strength: 
and in tho opinion oi military men makes 
their effective fighting force from a third 
to a ha.l£ greater than our own. 


General 
Shatter, 
In his dispatches, \ 
states that the excessive heat and rains 
of tho last two weeks have contributed 
nearly as much as the Spanish bullets to ' 
the losses of our anry. Unaer those clr- 
cum.st.ances it is his opinion that it would 
bo unwise to attempt to carry tho city by 
assault. This view is shared by officials 
here, and also, it is understood, by Ad-1 
miral Sampson in command oi the fleet,: 
At the CJablnet meeting tho President di- 
rected that telegrams be sent to General 
Shafter nnd Admiral Sampson suggesting 
that they confer as to the situation, and 
particularly as to the advisability of tho 
Admiral's attempt to force a passage into 
Santiago bay and so be in readiness to 
;.render effective aid in the assault upon 
tho city. It is known to b5 Shatter's dc- 


stro to have the fleet enter the harbor. 


(MORE MEN FOK SHAFTER. 


Orders were given looking to the Im- 


mediate dispatch of troop ships from 
Tampa with reinforcements for Shafter, 
and others now at Santiago will be 
brought here at the earliest moment, to 
aid in the transportation of reinforce- 
ments. It is probable that at least 15,000 
will be sent forward as rapidly as transr 
portation. can be provided. . 
./', .. 


Thus augmented, it spems that tha 


forces under General Shafter will be ablo 
to storm and talce -the city without delay.' 
These are the views entertained by mem- 
bars of tho Cabinet, who talk freely on 
the subject. Nevertheless, the order un- 
der which both the armies and the navy 
are now operating gives the commanders 
wide discretion, aJid It is not doubted 
that, should changed circumstances seem 
to warrant it, an aggressive'movement 


will be begun. 


LITTLE AID FROM CUBANS.

Fear of Spanish Public Feeling 


Overrides the Dictates 


of Common 


Sense.

AT THE FRONT, HEADQUARTERS 


OF GEN'ERAiL SHAFTKR'S ARMT, 
BEFORE SANTIAGO DE 'CUBA, Sun- 
day, July 3, via Ivir.crston, Jamaica, Ju- 
ly 4.—E/arly In the day a man on the 
lookout had reported that the Spanish 
fleet had sailed out of the harbor of 
Santiago de Cu-ba, but it was not until 
late this afternoon that the result was 
known at the front. 


"When the word of the magnificent 


victory flew from sontry to sentry along 
the firing lines and was shouted to the 
companies, regiments and brigades, a 
great cheer swept down 
the line of 


weary men, which gathered force as It 
-vent along until the rattle of musketry 
was drowned in the roar of glad tidings. 
The news was fleshed back into the un- 
(Jerbrush, where the reserves lay, and 
the men almost stampeded In their en- 
thusiastic desire to fret to tho front. 


The cheering continued through the 


evening as the de'ianls of the fight came 
In. The men could not have displayed 
.more enthusiasm had the victory been 
Choirs Instead of the navy's. Although 
ttfe firing continued all day between the 
.oXitposts, very little damage was done 
ji&n either side. 
General ChafTee was 


ided slightly, a rifle (bullet cutting 


through his foot, 'but he will not be 
compelled to leave the field. The only 
severe firing- during the day occurred 
when the Spanish fleet was leaving the 
harbor. The enemy evidently attempt- 
ed to divert the attention of our troops, 
but the Americans responded so w.U- 
Hngly that their fre ceased and uas on- 
ly resumed at intervals during the re- 
mainder of the day. 


Last night the only aggressive move- 


ment the Spaniards made resulted in 
their severe defeat. 


SPANISH ATTACK REPULSED. 


At about 10 o'clock the enemy came 


out of the breaches about the city walls 
in large force and dashed straight for 
the American lines. In 
one or two 


places our men fell back from their 
positions, but quickly rallied and drove 
the enemy back.pell mell into their own 
ditches. The Spanish losses must have 
•been frightful,' as they were exposed to 
a terrific fire for a quarter of an hour. 
The losses on the American side were 
very slight, as our soldiers lay in the 
rtfle pits and, had every/ advantage. 


The most daring of the Spanish forces 


are the sharp shooters. They take their 
positions almost at the wall, and from 
dense tree tops, with smokeless 
pow- 


der, 
make i't hot for the Americans, 


Several times they have shot into Gen- 
eral Shatter's tent, which is several 
miles from the front, and th'ey have In- 
fested the trail for ten miles between 
Juragua and the outposts. 


DONS KILL OUR WOUNDED. 


One of the most horrlhle features of j 


the war is that dozens of men have been j 
killed as they lay on litters, and that' 
surgeons, wearing the emhlem o-f the 
Red Cross Society upon their arms have 
"been the special object of attack. 


The number of killed and wounded 


for the week reaches tonight about 
1,800. 
No effort Is, apparently, being; 


made by our officers to expedite the list- | 
ing of the casualties, and not one-fifth' 
of the total names are known, even 
to the commanding officers. Already 800 ', 
cases have been handled at tire hospital 
here, because of the overflow from the 
hospitals at the front. All the wounded j 
here are recovering. 


There has heen orjy one death since 


the hospital was established, that of 
Private 'Myers of the Sixth Infantry, 
which occurred today. He was shot 
through the body. 


Adjutant "Wood of the Ninth Cavalry, 


who was shot through the face, and who 
was not expected to recover, Is Improv- 
ing rapidly and will foe sent to -Key 
West next week. There has been much 
conj-ecture today as to the whereabouts* 
«£ Lieutenant M. A. 
Mo-bon, of the 


Tenth Cavalry, the acting topographical 
officer of the staff, who made the vnaps 
of the trails before Friday's battle. He 
has been at work ever since, most of the 
time in end around the Spanish lines. 
He has almost always refused an es- 
cort, and though he has been shot at 
several times, he has not been, wounded. 
Thursday, while out "with two men, he 
encountered a detachment of Span'ards 
and an officer and took all prisoners. 


• SPANISH PRISONERS. . 


A total of 290 prisoners were captured 


in the toattle at Caney. on. 'Friday, of 
whom forty-five were regular Spanish 
soldiers .in uniforms, two o: 
th« remainder armed reslden 
town. -Nine wounded men.we 
.the -blockhouse., attended 'by 


physician. 
The other prisoners were 


•brought to Juragua in charge of 
Cap- 


tain- McArthur and two companies of 
the Thirty-third Michigan, and camped 
along the railroad. 
The Cubans fol- 


lowed them in great crowds and hurled 
epithets at the frightened captives. All 
the Boldiiers belonged to the Twenty- 
ninth Spanish regulars and expected to 
be killed.
